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EARLY BIBLE PRINTING IN AMERICA, 

At a late meeting of the Numismatic and Anti- 
quarian Society of Philadelphia, an abstract of an 
interesting essay on “The First American Edition 
of the English Bible,” from the Rev. Dr. Joseph A. 
Murray, of Carlisle, was read. Although many of 
our readers may be well acquainted with much of 
what is here related, yet we believe the article will 
be acceptable to very many. 

Although it was in 1497 that our country had 
been discovered to England by Cabot, under 
Henry VIL, yet the first permanent colony did not 
arrive till 1607, on the coast of Virginia—the very 
year in which our present version of the Bible was 
commenced in the mother country. In 1620 the 
sturdy and virtuous “Pilgrim Fathers,” having 
their English Bibles with them, reached their New 
England home. And during almost the entire 
reign of eight sovereigns in succession the Sacred 
Volume had been uniformly imported. During all 
that time not a man or family possessed an 
English Bible—not a copy was read or heard 
read—that had not been brought across the At- 

 lantic. True, the printing press had been set up 
in our land as early as 1639, and though other 
books were printed, yet the early settlers could 
not print the English Bible without being sub- 
jected to a prosecution from those in England and 
Scotland who published it by a patent from the 
Crown, or cwm privilegio, as did the Universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge (1). Nor did the mother 
 country—guilty of such restriction or monopoly— 
ever grant this permission to her colonized chil- 
en, until at last it was wrested from her. So 
the first Bible in English with an American 
t was not published till more than one 
ed and sixty years after the arrival of the 


had printed at 


patent royal or cum privilegio was not requisite. 
In 1748, Christopher Sauer, or Sower, at German- 
town, Pa., published the first German edition of 
the Bible, “after having, been three years in the 
press.” But it was not until about one hundred 
and seventy years after the first English colony 
had been planted in America (at Jamestown, Va., 
1607), that the Bible in the English language was 
printed. During this long period, as stated, the 
colonists were dependent upon the press of the 
old country for their supply of the Sacred Scrip- 
tures. After independence had been declared, 
however, such was the scarcity of Bibles that Dr. 
Allison, pastor of the First Presbyterian Church in 
Philadelphia, and others, memorialized Congress 
on the subject, and that body, in 1777, appointed 
a committee to confer with printers, with the view 
of haying published 30,000 copies at the expense 
of Congress, “to be reimbursed by the sale of the 
books.” (Journal, Sept. 11,1777.) The difficulty 


of obtaining type and paper induced the commit- 
tee to recommend to Congress to direct the Com- 
mittee on Commerce to import, at the national 
expense, 20,000 English Bibles from Holland, Scot- 
land, or elsewhere, and Congress ordered the im- 
portation. But afterward, when the unsettled 
state of the country and its commerce prevented 
the execution of this order, Congress resumed the 
subject of printing, which was referred to a com- 
mittee of three, in which the Rev. Geo. Duffield, 
of the Presbyterian Church, and the Rev. William 
White, of the Episcopal Church, chaplains of Con- 
gress, assisted; and the first American edition of

advantages of the art of printing at that early 


| period, compared with the great improvements

the Bible in the English language was printed in- 
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hastily out of the city and bury them under a 
barn, in order to save them from destruction by 
the British soldiers.” And yet—to quote from a 
communication which originally appeared in the 
Philadelphia Freeman’s Journal of 1781—“ under 
all these disadvantages, a complete, an accurate, 
and elegant edition of the Bible was published in 
this very city in four years from the time of the 
evacuation by the British. The very paper that 
has received the impression of these sacred books 
was manufactured in Pennsylvania; the whole is 
therefore purely American, and has risen, like the 
fabled phenix, from the ashes of that pile i jn which 
our enemies supposed they had consumed the lib- 
erties of America.” 

As peace soon after occurred, and commerce 
was no longer in danger, Bibles were imported in 
such quantities as made it necessary for Mr. Ait- 
ken to sell his under cost, and he lost by the 
operation “more than £3, 000 in specie.” See his 
memorial to Congress in 1789, in which he men- 
tions this fact, and asks Congress to grant him 
“a patent, authorizing him, his heirs and assigns, 
exclusively, to print the Holy Scriptures of the Old 
and New Testaments for the term of fourteen years 
within the United States,” under proper restric- 
tions, which memorial, however, was laid upon the 
table. But his lasting memorial is, and will be, 
that of having printed the first American edition 
of the English Bible. And though Congress did 
no more than superinten@ by committee the print- 
ing of the work, and afterward approved it and rec- 
ommended it to the people of the country, yet, in 
only so doing, they showed their profound venera- 
tion for, and their high appreciation of, the Sacred 
Scriptures ; ; and it is to be hoped that their suc- 
cessors in office, as well as the successors of their 
constituents, through all generations, will not in 
any manner undervalue the religious patriotism, 
or the Bible whence it was drawn, of that noble 
body of great and good men—the priceless fruits 
of which we see all around us in the grand ele- 
ments of our national greatness. 


(1). The common Bible without note or comment 
can still be published, according to law, in but 
four places in Great Britain, viz.: Oxford, Cam- 
bridge, London, and Edinburgh. But the design 
of this restriction is to guard the purity of 
the sacred text, it being believed that if the 
restrictions were taken off, and-all printers had 
liberty to print the Bible, it would soon become 
deformed by grave and numerous inaccuracies. 
The English printers are very scrupulous on this 
point, so much so that some of them have offered the 
reward of a guinea for every typographical error, 
The errors that have crept into the various copies 
of the Bible printed by private publishers in 
America need not be dwelt on. Some years ago 
an attempt was made in England to have this re- 
striction taken off, so that the printing of the 
Bible might be open to all printers. We believe 
the result in the United States had something to 
do in thwarting the effort. The restriction applies 
only to the common Bible, and does not apply to

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(2). More accurately, Rev. John EHliot’s Indian 
Testament was printed at Cambridge, Mass., in 
1661, and the whole Bible in 1668. See O’Cal- 
laghan’s list of American Bibles. 

(8). This is substantially correct, but the learned 
author’s remarks haye no doubt been abridged in 
reporting them, so as not to givé the facts with 
minute accuracy. The truth is, that Mr. Aitken 
printed his Bible on his own responsibility, and 
then applied to Congress to sanction and recom- 
mend it. This was the occasion of its “resuming 
the subject of printing” the Bible, and the result 
was, that Mr. Aitken’s edition was referred to the 
chaplains, the Rey. Messrs. Duffield and White, 
for examination. On their reporting favourably 
as to the accuracy of the work, Congress passed a 
resolution in which they “highly approve the 
pious and laudable undertaking by Mr. Aitken, 
as subservient to the interest of religion.” A copy 
of this Bible is in the library of the American 
Bible Society, and it contains a copy of the Con- 
gressional action on the subject. This shows how 
early Congress took action in behalf of printing 
the Bible, and what opinion it held as to the im- 
portance of circulating it among the people-—Ebs. 


Foreign Department. 


Cuttt.—We learn from the Valparaiso Record 
that the friends of the Bible in that city and at 
Santiago are by no means idle. The American 
Bible Society is sustaining the Valparaiso Bible 
Society in its work as well as supplying funds for 
colportage. The Record shows that in November 
eighty copies of the Holy Scriptures were sold in 
the depot at Valparaiso, of which sixty-two were 
in the Spanish language. For the work of col- 
portage, we refer to an extract on another page. 


GmurMAany.—We learn from Dr. Jacoby that the 
good work is going on in Germany. To the ordi- 
nary work in that country is now added labour 
among the German soldiers and French prisoners, 
Many interesting incidents occurred in connection 
with this work, and some not a little suggestive. 
Thus the distribution of the Scriptures among the 
Bavarian soldiers, most of whom are Roman Cath- 
olics, shows deep appreciation of the Scriptures in’ 
that quarter. It is also gratifying to know that 
our Arabic Testaments are here unexpectedly 
coming into use.

CHILI, 


The colporteur of the Bible society stationed 
in Santiago, Mr. N. J, Wetherby, who, in our 
last issue was mentioned as going south to visit 
the inland towns of Chili, succeeded at that time 
only in getting as far as Curicé. He visited also 
Rancagua, Rengo, and San Fernando. In these 
places there were few to welcome him and few 
to receive the sacred volume; and yet in every 
place there were some. Perhaps the success was 
as great as could have been reasonably expected 
on a first visit to these places. In San Fernando 
and Curicé our publications, even the periodicals, 
appeared to be unknown. At a later period the 
colporteur will turn his attention again to the 
towns still further south, z.¢., Talca, Linares, San 
Carlos, Chillan, and possibly Constitucion. He 
has now gone down the coast, intending to visit 
the northern ports as far as Caldera, with 
a generous supply of copies of Scripture in Eng- 
lish and Spanish, as well as a good stock of other 
publications, books, tracts, and periodicals. He 
is recommended to the sympathy and attention 
of all friends of the Bible societies, and to all who 
esteem this laudable, unsectarian work.— Valpa- 
raiso Record.

Mr. Hauser, from Berlin, writes likewise with 
what gratitude the New Testaments were received 
by the wounded in the lazaret: ‘How happy 
will my wife feel when she hears that I have re- 
ceived a New Testament,’ said one of them, with 
tears in his eyes.” 

These are short extracts from long letters which 
[have received. They all agree that Protestants 
and Roman Catholics, though a few of the latter 
refused, received the word of God with gratitude 
and joy. We will continue in the fear of God to 
carry on this glorious work.

wonderful ways the Lord has guided them. There 
are others who are very indifferent and do not 
read in the word of God, but I do my duty 
toward them, and I would be thankful if you 
would provide me again with books and especially 
with New Testaments.” :

BIBLE TRANSLATION IN CHINA, 

Rey. E. W. Syle writes to the Chinese Recorder 
that the seyenth translation of the Bible into Chi- 
nese is now going on at Peking. The style adopt- 
ed is that known as the “ Mandarin Colloquial.” 
He says: ; , 

“Marshman’s translation, Morrison and Milne’s, 
Gutzlaff’s, Medhurst’s, the Delegates’ Version, and, 
that of the London Mission—all these have had 
their part to perform in the progressive work of 
producing the great Chinese Bible, the comple- 
tion of which cannot reasonably be looked for 
until Chinese Christian scholars, conversant with 
Greek and Hebrew, are able to prepare and put 
forth, with some sort of authority, ‘The Holy 
the Old and New Testaments, 
translated out of the original tongues, and with 
the former translations diligently compared and 
revised,” . Sa ; 
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We clip the foregoing from an exchange paper. 
We are glad to see the interest which is taken in 
the Bible work in China, But the above remarks 
need some correction or explanation, or the Rey. 
Mr. Syle will be misunderstood. The facts are 
these: The versions above alluded to—those we 
mean by Marshman, Medhurst, etc., each of which 
has had its use, as Mr. Syle justly remarks—are all 
in the character, as it is called, or classic language 
of China, This isread everywhere in the empire, 
but is not spoken at all. Every province has its 
own colloquial or spoken language, and when 
the people of any province read the classical lan- 
guage, each one gives to the written character the 
sound belonging to his own colloquial. Hence, 
the inhabitants of one province cannot under- 
stand the reading of the character by one of 
another province. We have something similar to 
it in the use of our numeral figures. All the 
nations can understand and read our figures, and 
yet the different nations pronounce them so dif- 
ferently that they could not understand each other. 
It is just so with the Chinese character, as it is 
called. 

But besides this classical language or character, 
the Scriptures, in whole or in part, have been 
translated into several cf the colloquial dialects. 
The American Bible Society has printed or is now 
printing the Scriptures in the Shanghai, Canton, 
and Foochow dialects, and to these has been 
added recently the Mandarin Colloquial. This 
is one of the most important dialects in the em- 
pire. It is spoken generally in more than one- 
half the empire, and, as its name indicates, by the 
Mandarins and higher classes everywhere. It is 
in fact the court language, and is consequently of 
very great importance. The expression, therefore, 
“The style adopted is that known as the Manda- 
rin Colloquial,” is misleading, that not being merely 
a style or mode of expression but a distinct dialect, 
as different from all the other dialects as the 
French is from the Italian, or the German from 
the Swedish. What is meant precisely by the 
“seventh translation of the Bible into Chinese,” we 
do not exactly know, unless it means that inclu- 
ding the several versions mentioned above, the 
Scriptures have been translated in whole or in 
part, in seven versions, including the translations 
into the “ character,” and into the several dialects, 
However correct the version in the “character” 

“may be, this will not obviate the necessity of trans- 
lations into the several colloquial dialects, as the 
reader of these remarks will easily see,

A gen- 
tleman of Montreal offers to the American Board 
eight hundred dollars a year in gold for ten years, 
and longer if life be spared, to support a missionary 
in China, in addition to those who would other- 
wise be sent.—Hvang.

THE FIRST PRINTED GREEK TESTAMENT. 

Perhaps it is not generally known, as it ought 
to be, that the first Greek Testament ever printed 
was brought out in Spain, under the superintend- 
ence of a Spanish cardinal. To Erasmus is due 
the credit of having succeeded in publishing the 
first Greek Testament (A.D. 1516); but Cardinal 
Ximines was in the field before Erasmus, and the 
New Testament in magnificent Greek type, with 
thick black Latin type by its side, was printed 
and stored up in 1514, waiting for the completion 
of the Old Testament in Hebrew, Greek, and Lat- 
in, so that the six volumes might come out to- 
gether. John Brocas, the son of the printer, was 
accustomed to relate, that when the last sheet came 
from the press, he, being then a boy, was sent in 
his best clothes with a copy of it to the cardinal, 
who gave thanks to God for sparing him to that 
day; and turning to his attendants, said that he 
congratulated himself on the completion of that 
work more than on any of the acts of his adminis- 
tration.— Rev. R. B. Girdlestone.

OUR AGENCIES, 

In a field so vast and varied as that occupied by 
the American Bible Society, it would be strange 
if the voice of discouragement was never heard. 
But, while this is true, we more frequently meet 
with facts of a cheering nature, which serve as 
incentives to increased effort in the good work of 
giving to the destitute, without distinction, the 
word of God. We group, in a miscellaneous form, 
some of the tokens of encouragement which have 
recently been reported by our Agents. 

Much has been done toward supplying Sab- 
bath and other schools with the Scriptures; and 
there are promises of continued activity in this 
direction. Many of these schools are located in 
the Southern States, and are principally composed 
of the children of freedmen. The Bible is, with 
very rare exceptions, gladly received among this 
class, both by adults and children, and is eyi- 
dently appreciated. sec ; 

The work of supplying families and destitute 
individuals, in all sections, is still vigorously pros- 
ecuted; and copies of the Scriptures have been 
furnished to railroad hands and depots; to sol- 
diers and sailors; and to prisons, almshouses, hos- 
pitals, etc. eeotitn eet: t git rey

aged. of our city), and to keeping in the depos- 
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favourable auspices, and the revival and reorgan- 
ization of others, afford additional assurances of 
an enlargement of the work. 

The warm interest evinced in our labours by va- 
rious ecclesiastical bodies may also be mentioned 
as a cheering fact. 

Most of the auxiliaries that were visited during 
the month of December are reported as bemg in a 
healthy condition. Their depositories are well 
supplied with books; and in a number of cases 
efficient agents are employed, by whom the work 
of Scripture distribution is vigorously carried on. 
Financial progress is also recorded to some ex- 
tent, and not a few societies have succeeded in 
freeing themselves from debt to the Parent So- 
ciety. The anniversary meetings recently held, 
some of which are particularly noticed elsewhere, 
are mentioned as occasions of more than ordinary 
interest. 

A view of the labours personally performed by 
our Agents during the month of December, may 
be obtained from the annexed summary. Some of 
the fields they occupy abound in difficulties, and 
at times they meet with no little hardship. Need 
we say, therefore, that the Cause in which they 
are engaged commends them to the sympathy 
and prayers of all its friends.

Liberty Hall was filled on the 15th of January 
with an attentive audience, assembled to cele- 
brate the anniversary of the abovenamed society. 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. J. E. Hawkins, 
and Rey. E. Rowland read a portion of the Scrip- 
tures, after which the secretary presented a report, 
from which we extract the following : 

The operations of the society, the past year,

The number of 
Whaling vessels that have cleared from our port 
this year is forty-four, on board of which there 
haye been placed by our agent 181 Bibles and 486 
Testaments, making a total of 667; which, how- 
ever, include a few personally presented to seamen, 

The treasurer’s report exhibited as the receipts 
for the year a total of $938 19. Earnest and in- 
structive addresses were delivered by Rey. OC. M. 
Terry and Rev. I. H. Coe. 

HIGGANUM AND VICINITY BIBLE SOCIETY, CT, 

The annual meeting of this auxiliary took place 
in the Congregational Church of Higganum on 
Sunday evening, January 1st. Yearly reports from 
the several officers of the society were read, show- 
ing that no little zeal had marked its operations 
during the year. Its territory has been canvassed, 
and considerable distribution of the Scriptures 
effected, The Rey. W. H. Gilbert, Agent of the 
Parent Society for New England, was present, and 
gave an interesting statement of his work and of 
the Bible cause generally.

RENSSELAER COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, N. Y. 

This society recently celebrated its fifty-sixth 
anniversary in the Fifth Street Presbyterian 
Church of Troy. The attendance was large, and 
the services were very interesting; Rev. Mr. Mul- 
ford, of Christ Church, Rev. Mr. Brown, of State 
Street Methodist Episcopal Church, Rev. Mr. 
King, of North Second Street Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, and Rey. Mr. Irvin, of Fifth Street 
Presbyterian Church, participating. Rey. Mr. 
Mulford said : 

The eftorts to advance and deepen the religious 
work of distributing the Bible is the main object 
of this society. More Bibles have been distrib- 
uted during the last fifty years than were printed 
in many centuries previous. He said that Prot- 
estantism had achieved a great victory. The 
Protestant Bible has been carried within the walls 
of Rome, and eyen now holy men may be teaching 
its precepts to those to whom it has long been 
denied. He dwelt principally upon the followin 
question: “ Why should Christians of every cree 
unite in supporting the Bible cause? Because the 
Bible is the great point of unity among Christians, 
The sacred flame in the sanctuary is kindled by 
this Book. It is a simple and yet a wonderful 
Book; and remember, the Spirit of God is in it;

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Rev. Mr. Brown asked: ‘‘ Why were the dark 
ages dark? Because God’s word did not shine 
upon the people. The Bible is a lamp to our feet 
and a guide to our path. Remember, you are not 
sacrificing yourself by being a Christian; but you 
will sacrifice yourself by turning a deaf ear to the 
holy teachings of the Bible.” 

A sermon was also delivered by Rey. Dr. Vin- 
cent, at St. John’s Church, upon these words: 
“ All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and 
is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correc- 
tion, for instruction in righteousness; that the 
man of God may be perfect, thoroughly furnished 
unto all good works.”

The Rey, 8. W. Brace, of Utica, thus writes to the 
New York Evangelist in regard to this auxiliary : 

Mr, Editor :—ANow me to inform the many 
readers of your world-wide and excellent paper, 
that the Bible cause is held in prayerful remem- 
brance in this section. On Tuesday last, the 10th 
inst., the Oneida County Bible Society held its 
annual meeting at the First Methodist Episcopal 
“Church in Utica. The time-honoured president, 
Gen. J. J. Knox, of Augusta, who has ‘held this 


office for more than a quarter of a century, and is 
now in his eightieth year, took the chair. The 
vice president, Rev. A. G. Vermilye, D.D., read a 
portion of Scripture and offered prayer. The min- 
utes of the last annual meeting were read by the 
secretary, Rev. N. H. Dryer, and approved. The 
same officers were re-elected for ithe following 
year. Rey. P. H. Fowler, D.D., Rev. T. Cooper, 
Hon. W. J. Bacon, and H. Beckwith, Esq., were 
elected as an executive committee. A board of 
sixteen directors was also elected from different 
towns in the county. The First Meth, Episcopal 
Church in Rome was designated as the place of 
the next annual meeting, and Rey. P. Stryker ap- 
pointed as the preacher, and Rey. R. C. Hough- 
ton as his alternate. The treasurer’s report, on 
being read, showed that the amount received by 
the society during the past year was about $1,800, 
less by $600 than the receipts of the previous 
year. The report further showed that the society 
has a credit of $1,300 on the books of the Parent 
Society, besides a balance on hand. It was voted 
also to pay to the Parent Society $500 for the pur- 
pose of securing a life-membership in it to Rey. 
S. W. Brace, of Utica, and other members that 
may be hereafter selected from the Oneida County 
organization. It was 

Resolved, That the depositaries in Utica and 
Rome furnish Bibles to hotel-keepers, to supply 
their rooms, on as fayourable terms as they can 
make for the Bible Society. 

After a recess of two hours the society reassem- 
bled, and listened to an excellent discourse, by 
Rey. T. Cooper, from John xviii. 17, “ Thy word is 
truth.” The sermon was followed by an interest- 
ing discussion as to the best manner of Bible dis- 
tribution, and method of reaching the destitute, 
particularly among our Catholic population, when 
the society adjourned to meet in Rome, on the 
second Tuesday of January, 1872.

YOUNG MEN’S BIBLE SOCIETY OF CINCINNATI, 
OHIO. 

An unusually interesting Bible meeting was 
held on the 16th of January, in the St. Paul’s 
Meth. Epis. Church of Cincinnati, to celebrate the 
thirty-fifth anniversary of the Young Men’s Bible 
Society. Dr. J. P. Walker, the president, occupied 
the chair, It appeared by the treasurer’s report 
that the total receipts for the year were $6,911 39, 
and the corresponding secretary stated— 

That the total circulatton of the Scriptures for 
the year had been 3,466 Bibles and 14,072 Testa- 
ments, valued at $4,163 03; books sold at the de- 
pository and by the colporteur, 2,472 Bibles, 11,675 
Testaments, valued at $3,296 11—a decrease in 
value of $822 05 on 1869. Donations, 994 Bibles, 
2,397 Testaments; value, $859 48—an increase. 

The visiting committee reported a large amount 
of Bible destitution at the hotels, some of the lead- 
ing establishments having but a single copy of 
the Scriptures. This want had been supplied. 

The city colporteur, Rev. Nathaniel Nunn, had 
reported visits made to 6,860 families. In this 
number 2,929 were found who were without the 
Bible; some of such confessed a desire to read, 
but were deterred from purchasing by the dread 


of their church and } riesthood, giving as a reason 
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that they dared not have a Bible in their houses. 
He had also made visits to the benevolent insti- 
tutions. 

Earnest remarks followed these reports, by the 
Rey. John H. Elliott, of St. John’s Prot. Epis. 
Church, the Rey. Dr. Briggs, of Trinity Meth. 
Hpis. Church, and the Rey. Dr. Worrall, of the 
Presbyterian Church of Coyington, Ky. Dr. Wor- 
rall said : 

Spain, that until the late revolution had gone 
far into decay, cried for Bibles as soon as religious 
freedom was proclaimed, The door was now open 
here as well as in Italy, where a Bible House had 
been established under the shadow of St. Peter’s. 
Nearly the whole world was now open for the dis- 
semination of the Scriptures, and the only ques- 
tion was, whether they would go in and occupy.

VIGO COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, IND. 

Anniversary exercises were observed by this 
auxiliary at Terre Haute, on the 8th of January, 
in Asbury Chapel, which failed to accommodate 
all that came, though the aisles were filled with 
seats. This interesting meeting was presided over 
by Capt. 8. N. Potter, president of the society, and 
a portion of the 119th Psalm was read by Rev. 
J. W. Greene, who was followed in prayer by Rev. 
E. F. Howe. Mr. E. M. Walmsley, the efficient 
secretary, then read several reports, a synopsis of 
which is given below: 

Number of families visited, 3,200; found desti- 
tute of the Scriptures, 179; supplied, 111; value 
of Bibles donated, $32 15—sold, $57; amount of 
subscriptions, $632 80; value of Bibles now in de- 
pository, $444 33; proceeds of sales through the 
depository, $228 39. 

The audience was addressed by the Rev. John 
Thompson, State Agent for the American Bible So- 
ciety, and also by the Hon. R. W. Thompson, whose 
well-chosen and able remarks riveted attention. 

CHICAGO BIBLE SOCIETY, ILL. 

The anniversary meeting of this important soci- 
ety, which was lately held in the Second Presbyte- 
tian Church of Chicago, was opened with deyo- 
tional services by the Rey. Dr. Patterson, after 
which the Rey. Dr. Powers, of St. John’s Church, 
addressed the audience. 

He spoke of the fine institutions that clustered 
around Astor Place, in New York; such as Cooper 
Institute, the Astor Library, the Historical Soci- 
ety, and the building of the Bible Society, the 
latter being the noblest of all. It sent out the 
Bible to those who were destitute of its treasures, 
thereby making desert places blossom like the 
rose. He boldly asserted that the plain principles 
of Christianity could be understood by the average 
man, without comment or explanation, and it was 
not dangerous, as some thought, to place God’s 
message in the hands of the illiterate and unculti- 
vated.” The learned gentleman defended the Bible 
as God’s word; he did not think that learned in- 
vestigation into its authenticity ever saved a soul, 
“he was willing to place in every man’s posses- 
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sion the Book by which he could learn the way of 
salvation. The necessity of maintaining the soci- 
ety was shown, and an earnest appeal was made to 
all present to assist in distributing the Scriptures, 
Mr. J. B. Carter, the secretary, says in his report : 
With the close of the year and the return otf 
another anniversary of the Chicago Bible Society, 
thirty years of its history and labours have passed ; 
labours resulting in a large circulation of the word 
of God, and a history by no means without interest 
to those who have steadily and liberally sustained 
it in its undenominational work of giving this 
word, without note or comment, to all classes of 
our citizens, without reference to creed, colour, 
age, or sex. Looking back upon these years, and 
comparing our work now with what it was thirty 
years ago, we see the evidences of progress in a 
strong light, and burning marks of the Divine 
favour, by which we have been enabled to pros- 
ecute the work assigned so successfully. For the 
blessings thus bestowed, our thanks are due to 
Him who blesses those who go forth bearing the 
precious seed of divine truth, and crowns their 
return with the sheaves of abundance and joy. 


The work of the society, through its colporteurs, 
agents, and branch organizations, is spoken of as 
wearing a very favourable aspect. Mission Sun- 
day schools have been well supplied with the 
Scriptures, and numerous grants have been made 
from the depository to destitute families and per- 
sons, also to public institutions and missions of 
various characters. The total receipts for the year 
were $10,684 06.

LEXINGTON, AND VICINITY BIBLE SOCIETY, KY, 

This society held its thirty-third anniversary 
on the 25th of December, in the Centenary Meth. 
Epis. Church of Lexington, with President Gra- 
ham in the chair, who conducted the devotional] 
services of the occasion. Reports, showing the 
operations of the society for the year, were pre- 
sented, and interesting addresses were made by 
Rey. Mr. Birch, Rev. Dr. Henderson, and Rev. Dr.

LOUISVILLE AND VIC. BIBLE SOCIETY, KY. 

A mass Bible meeting was held by this society 
on Sunday evening, 22d January, in the First 
Presbyterian Church of Louisville, the Hon. J. S. 
Lithgow presiding. After the opening services, 
which were conducted by the Rev. Mr. Radcliffe, 
of Philadelphia, our State Agent, Rev. Dr. Savage, 
made an interesting statement, from which the 
subjoined extracts are taken: 

At the Bible meeting held in December, 1869, 
the Board resolved to have the city thoroughly 
canvassed, and in accordance therewith, on the 
ist of March, 1870, Rev. Geo. Froh entered vig- 
orously upon the work. Mr. Froh speaking the 
German as fluently as he does the English, pos- 
sessed peculiar qualifications for the important 
work, Commencing on the first day of March, 
1870, he completed the work on the 4th of the 
present month. 

Many gladly received the word. A remarkable 
feature of this work was, that many Romanists 
received our Bible, and were found eagerly por- 
ing over its heavenly pages, and many of the 
children of these Romanists, through this instru- 
mentality, have found their way into the Mission 
Sunday schools of the city. Our colporteur often 
revisited these families to see what had become 
of the Bibles,-and in not a single known instance 
had violence been done to the sacred book. 

Families visited, 15,949; families found desti- 
tute, 4,703; destitute supplied, 1,322. 

Analysis—White Protestants found destitute, 
759; white Protestants supplied, 588. Romanists 
found destitute, 2,934; destitute Romanists sup- 
plied, 429. Coloured families found destitute, 
1,025; coloured families supplied, 804. Number 
of yolumes sold, 1,177; their value, $918 05. 
Number of volumes donated, 1,062; their value, 
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$435 30. Total number of volumes sold and do- 
nated, 2,239. Days employed, 245. Miles travelled 
on foot, estimated at 2,030. Amount of dona- 
tions received, $98 70. Amount of salary, 
$687 50. Expenses, $43 80. Total expense of 
the canvass, $1,166 60. Families destitute, 4,703; 
estimate five to a family, and we have 23,515 per- 
sons without the Scriptures, 2,239 copies of the 
word of life in as many desolate houses, as lights 
shining in dark places; 1,322 families supplied; 
estimating five persons to a family, an open Bible 
is now before 6,610 souls, before in darkness, point- 
ing them to Him who is the way, the truth, and 
the life; 6,610 persons, most of whom probably 
never enter our churches, and many of whom prob- 
ably have not heard a gospel sermon, a prayer, or 
a song of Zion, for years. 

A forcible address was then delivered by Rev. 
Dr. Stuart Robinson, who was followed by Hon. 
W. F. Bullock. 

Judge B.’s address was an earnest vindication 
of the ability of the Holy Scriptures to interpret 
themselves to the heart and conscience, and 
teaching that Christ’s preaching in this book to 
the neglected humanity which this society reached, 
transcended all other religious instrumentalities. 
The entire address was earnest, thoughtful, and 
heard with marked attention.

NASHVILLE BIBLE SOCIETY, TENN. 

We learn that the operations of this auxiliary 
during its last year have taken in Dickson, Canon, 
Cheatham, Humphreys, De Kalb, and Grundy 
Counties, and an account is given of work done 
in each of those counties, showing very favourable 
results.

THE SPREAD OF THE BIBLE AND OTHER BOOKS. 
The’ Bible is the only book in the world, for the 
translation and dissemination of which, into the 
various and numerous languages and dialects of 
men, associations and societies are formed, and 
contributions of the rich and the poor given. In 
what portion of the world do Christian missiona- 
ries find societies formed and pecuniarily sustained, 
to translate and disseminate the text- books, 
the Bibles, of false religion? What missionary 
has ever discovered a Koran society ; 38 Shastra 
society; a Confucius society; a society for the 
translation and dissemination of “the Book of 
Mormon?” And where, in all the countries which 
have been under the influence of the Roman 
Catholic Church, has a society been found in 
eration for publishing and disseminating the 
Dininy Bible and the Rhemish Testament? Where 


and when have Jews associated themselves for the | 


translation and dissemination of the Old Testa- 


revelation of Messiah, to appear in ‘the world for 
its good; but what have they ever done to prop- 
agate their own Hebrew Scriptures among Gen- 
tiles?’ These questions challenge answer. No 
facts, justifying affirmative answers, have yet 
become known. But the questions will doubtless 
continue unanswered to the end of the world. 
And the friends of the Bible may very confidently 
challenge the believers in false religions through- 
out the world to try, with their Shastra, Koran, 
Book of Mormon, Romish versions, books of Con: 
fucius, and any and all other pretended revelations, 
the experiment of forming and sustaining asso- 
ciations for their translation and dissemination, 
That grand motive, “ good-will toward men,” as 
itis taught in “ the Book of God,” has no place 
and can have none in these books. 

True, the world is full of these books and pub- 
lications, in various forms and on a variety of 
scales, for the dissemination of errors whose “name 
is Legion, for they are many.” These, however, all 
owe their origin to individual study and labour, 
or to associations few and comparatively inefii- 
cient and. uninfluential, Nations or extensive 
communities of men donot embark in such enter- 
prises. Nowhere on the pages of the books we 
have mentioned (save in the Old Testament of 
the Jews), is there the prayer or the prediction, 
relative to any one of them, that it “may have free 
course and be glorified.” No man but a prophet 
or apostle of God, and under divine inspiration, 
could originate such a prayer or prediction. And 
no Being but the living God could put it into 
any human heart thus to pray or predict. Let 
then the exalted vantage-ground on which stand 
the believers in the Bible and lovers of its teach- 
ings, be thoughtfully appreciated, and their efforts 
correspond with their high position. The Chris- 
tian world is infinitely in advance of the Moham- 
medan, Papal, Pagan, Mormon, and Infidel world 
in their position, and high as are the heavens 
above the earth, in elevating motives for action 
in what is to be done for the glory of God and 
the world’s enlightenment and salvation.

The Rey. Dr. L 8. Keith Legare read the 91st 
Psalm, and offered prayer. 

Hight new auxiliaries were recognized, of which 
three are in Alabama, two in North Carolina, and 
in South Carolina, Mississippi, and Texas, one 
each, 

Communications were received from Rey. Dr. 
Jacoby, Bremen, with a statement of the work 
done during the year from the depot at Bremen; 
from Mr. Andrew M. Milné, Buenos Ayres, whith- 
er he had gone during the siege of Monte Video, 
with encouraging statements as to his work; from 
Rey. W. H. Bidwell, stating the safe arrival of 
the books from this Society at Nicolairisky, Sibe- 
ria; and from Mr. Wm. P. Harvey, Havana, 
stating the arrival of the books granted for Cuba, 
their admission into port, with the demand for 
them already manifested. An encouraging state- 
ment was received as to Bible work done in 
Utah. 

It was resolved to print the Book of Numbers 
in the Dakota language, the New Testament and 
several books of the Old having been already pub- 
lished hy this Society; also to publish the Chal- 
dean Gospel by Matthew in the Elkoosh dialect ; 
and arrangements were entered into for the prep- 
aration of the Scriptures in the Azerbijan or 
Tartar-Turkish language, spoken in all the north- 
ern part of Persia; and the translation of portions 
of the Scriptures, in the Koordish dialect, was 
sanctioned. 

Grants of books were made as follows: to the 
Lincoln Industrial Mission, Washington, D. C.; 
to Cincinnati Young Men’s Bible Society, to sup- 
ply soldiers; to Presbyterian Committee of Home 
Missions ; to Coloured Orphan Asylum, Charleston, 
§. C.; to Methodist Episcopal Church at Atlanta, 
Ga., for coloured people; for supplying vessels 
sailing to foreign ports; and to the agency at 
Monte Video. The whole number of volumes 
granted, including five volumes in raised letters 
for the blind, is 4,071, with others in value amount- 
ing to $973 88, and $500 more for printing the 
Chaldean Gospels in the Elkoosh dialect, 

The receipts for January were $68,145 00; is- 
sues, 60,451 volumes.

NEW VERSIONS. 

We would call the attention of the readers of 
the Record to the work of this Society in publish- 
ing the Scriptures in new languages. Already it 
has printed the Scriptures, in whole or in part, in 
over twenty languages but recently reduced to 
the written form, besides large publications in 
ancient languages, such as Syriac, Armenian, Aya- 
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bic, Slavic, Bulgarian, ete., and still this work 
goes on, At the last meeting of the Board of 
Managers it was voted to add four more to this ‘ 
number. The book of Numbers in Dakota, just 
authorized, will be the sixth book of the Old Test- 
ament, besides the whole of the New,published in 
that language. The Scriptures in the Azerbijan 
or Tartar-Turkish will be a great acquisition, as 
that language is spoken extensively through all the 
northern part of Persia, and no part of the Bible 
has’been translated into it hitherto. The Chal- 
dean Gospels, in the dialect of Elkoosh, will prove 
an important work, as it is the commencement of 
printing the Scriptures for a population of between 
30,000 and 40,000, who have hitherto had no part 
of the Bible in their language. §o also, the prepa- 
ration of the version of the Scriptures in the 
Koordish language is worthy of notice. These 
people number between two and three millions. 
This Bible work, among the different provinces and 
classes in Northern Persia, is encouraging and im- 
portant.

DECEASE OF REV. BENJ, PERKINS STONE, D.D. 

The Bible cause has sustained a severe loss in 
the decease of the Rey. Benjamin Perkins Stone, 
D.D., who died suddenly in Concord, N. H., 
Noy. 26, 1870, in the seventieth year of his age. 

Since 1854, Dr. Stone had been treasurer and de- 
positary of the New Hampshire Bible Society. The 
arduous duties of his position he performed with 
great ability and conspicuous diligence, contrib- 
uting largely, by his valuable labours, to the suc- 
cess of the society. His relations to this work, 
and to other departments of Christian benevolence, 
his long and varied services, his sound judgment, 
his rare executive ability, his ripe experience, and 
his admirable spirit, gave him a position of great 
prominence in the State, where he was higliy 
honoured, and where his loss is most keenly felt.
